WASHINGTON (A) The 
House overwhelmingly voted today 
a contempt citation against screen 
writer Albert Maltz. 

Maltz, author of the movies 
“Destination Tokyo” and “Cloak 
and Dagger,” was one of ten wit- 
nesses cited by the committee on 
un-American activity during its 
recent investigation of Commu- 
nism in Hollywood. 

The House voted to turn the 
Maltz case over to the United 
States attorney for prosecution. 

This case was the first brought 
to the House floor, but the other 
nine were to be called up imme- 
diately, one at a time. 

All ten had declined to say 
whether they were members of the 
Communist party. 

In debate prior to the vote, Rep. 
Holifield (D-Calif) argued that 
for the House to repudiate the 
Committee’s action would not im- 
pair the usefulness of the commit- 
tee although it “would be on un- 
pleasont experience for the chair- 


man and the members of his com- 


mittee.” 

The committee has no right to 
“intimidate or control the movie 
industry.” Another opponent of 
the committee’s action, Rep. Sad- 
owski (D-Mich) said it had na 
right to ask the witnesses ques- 
tions dealing with their “politics.” 

But Rep. Thomas (R-NJ), chair- 
man of the investigators, said they 
had staged “only the beginning” 
of what he terms the committee’s 
drive to force communists out of 
the motion picture industry.

Court Backs Up 
On Tidelands 


WASHINGTON ()—- The su- 
preme court refused today to de- 
clare officially that the United 
| States is the “owner” of oil-rich 
lands off the California coast in 
which it recently decreed the fed- 
eral government is “possessed of 
paramount rights.” 

Robert E. Lee Jordan, who 
claims rights to a tract of sub- 
| merged land adjacent to the city 
|of Long Beach, told the court in 
|a petition that to prevent “almost 
| certain litigation” it should change 
|the wording of its decree. He 
| urged that it be made to read that 
|the United States is ‘‘the owner 
of and is possessed of paramount 
| rights” in the lands. 

But the court announced today 
that Jordan's petition has been 
denied. Justice Jackson took no 
| part in its consideration. 
| The affected area extends three 
|miles seaward from the lower 
water line, 
| Jordan's petition also suggested 
|that two paragraphs should be 
added to the decree. 
| The first would declare that the 
| title of the United States to the 
lands was acquired by an 1848 
| treaty with Mexico, and that the 
lands are subject to laws passed 
by Congress for the purpose of 
providing a method to use and pro- 
tect mineral resources. 

The second paragraph would 
provide that the landward bound- 
ary of the Marginal three-mile 
strip would be a line conforming to 
charts prepared by the U. S. sur- 
veyor general from 1857 through 
1874.

Premier Robert Schuman Names 
Cabinet; Tackle Problem of Strikes 


PARIS, Nov. 24. (/P)—Robert 
Schuman was reported tonight to 
have decided on a policy of “very 
energetic” measures to check the 
spread of strikes, while conciliat- 
ing about 1,000,000 workers who 
have walked out. 





PARIS (#)—Premier Robert 
Schuman announced today the for- 
mation of a new coalition cabinet, 
and immediately plunged into the 
task of dealing with a spreading 
wave of strikes that threatened 
the nation with economic disaster. 

Already tied up by walkouts 
were nine out of every ten rail- 
roads in France. All the coun- 
try’s harbors and most of her coal 
mines were idle, and all grade 
schools in the capital were closed. 

The situation was further com- 
plicated by the threat of distrub- 
ances arising from a one-franc in-
